First Assembly of God will 


open 
its new Sanctuary and 


Educational Building with spe- 
cial ceremonies, Sunday, Feb. 2, 
at 9:30 a.m. Pastor B. J. Will- 
hite will lead the congregation 
into the beautiful new auditori- 
um after a short service at the 
front entrance of the church. 


First Assembly of God, form- 


erly called Hope Gospel Taber- 
nacle, was established in 1935, 
with Rev. Phinis Lewis as pas- 
tor. Growth of the church was 
rapid, during those first years, 
and it was not long until Hope 
Gospel Tabernacle came to be 
one of the leading churches in 
Hope. 


The building which the church 


occupied for so many years was 
formerly a skating rink. 


About four years ago, "the 


church, under the leadership of 
its pastor, the Rev. W. C. Land, 
decided to build a new edifice. 
An architect 
was hired and 


plans were presented, while the 
building fund grew. 


However, after

Eugene Ferguson as the fore- 
man in charge of construction.

igniting its small booster rocket 
were flashed 101,000 miles across 
space at 12:30 a.m., almost 17 
hours after the launching at 
Cape Kennedy, Fla. 


At 1 a.m., officials announced 


that the signals had been re- 
ceived by the spacecraft and 
that the 50-pound-thrust booster 
rocket had ignited. 


Plans called for this to in- 


crease the spacecraft's 4,343 - 
mile-an-hour-speed by 92 m.p.h. 
and thus pull the trajectory to- 
ward the center of the moon. 


Prior to the maneuver, Rang- 


er 6 was on a course that would 
have missed the moon by 600 
miles. 


Ranger 6 carried six television 


cameras designed to snap up to 
3,000 closeup pictures of the 
moon in the final 10 minutes of 
its flight. 


These would be the closest pic- 


tures yet taken of the moon's 
surface. The Soviet Lunik 3 pho- 
tographed the back side of the 
moon in 1959, but from an alti- 
tude of 4,000 miles. 


Earthbound telescopes have 


been unable to see even objects 
as large as aircraft carriers on 
the moon. Pictures taken by 
Ranger's cameras in the last 
few 
seconds 
before 
impact 


should distinguish objects as 
small as a card table. 


Such fine detail would give 


scientist" a better idea of the 
lunar surface where American 
astronauts may land by the end 
of this decade. 


Laboratory 
officials 
said 


Ranger 6 would coast through 
space until early Sunday. 


About 65 hours after launch, 


the spacecraft will be ordered to 
train its television cameras on 
the moon's surface. In the final 
10 minutes before impact, the 
six cameras will begin snapping 
pictures at the rate of about 300 
a minute. 


Laboratory officials said they 


hope to release some of the 
photographs within H hours.

As it is now. for- 
eign cotton is cheaper and for- 
eign mills can buy American 
cotton more cheaply than can 
domestic mills. 


This is because a grower price 


support, program holds U.S. cot- 
ton above world price levels and 
above some man-made fibers. 
But foreign buyers are able to 
buy U.S. cotton at the world 
price through operation of a gov- 
ernment export subsidy.

Johnson said several legisla- 


tive proposals are now pending 
before Congress to deal with this 
problem. One, referred to as the 
Coolcy Bill, has been passed by 
the House. Another has been In- 
troduced in the Senate by Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga.

sas school pupils have literally 
"drank dry" the state Depart- 
ment of Education's mild reinv 
bursement fund—and a special 
appeal has been made for sup- 
plemental federal grants to pay 
bills. 


The cause? Chocolate milk. 
The federal government based 


present allocations on consump- 
tion of milk in previous years. 
During the last school year, 
1962-63, 
$692,314 
in 
federal 


money was sent to Arkansas 
school districts, at four cents a 
half-pint allocation. 


But that was before chocolate 


milk was introduced on a one- 
year test basis. 


In the September - December 


period this year, $560,160 was 
distributed to the districts, and 
an 
emergency supplement of 


$210,000 was made in October. 


December and January bills 


remain unpaid.
